Those subscribers who j 
have had the hand-set telephones 
since they were first introduced in 
Gettysburg in 1931 will continue to 
pay the extra fee until 1935, a period 
of four years, the extra charge to­ 
taling approxim ately $12 or more. 
If a subscriber installs a hand-set 
telephone in 1935 the extra charge 
will be affixed for a 
period of two * 
years.

Washington, March 30 (AP).—A 
remodeled national defense system 
to “increase 
efficiency 
and

$250,000,000 to $300,000,000 a year” 
was recommended to the house mili­ 
tary affairs committee today by Col­ 
onel William Mitchell, former army 
air corps chief.

It all depends upon w hat we are after in this world. 
If we go after 
money alone—and lose it after attaining it—or never attain it—then we 
are a poor failure indeed. But if we go after happiness through m aking 
others happy—if we go after a calm and collected spirit, against which all 
the whirlpools and hurricanes of hum an disturbance can have no way, 
then we are a glorious success in m anner and in fact! 
Recognition and full appreciation are no m arks of a success. The 
most deserving never know the thrill of their spell. 
None of us can judge a failure, or recognize one as a m atter of fact. 
For none of us can read the hum an heart—none of us has eyes w ith pene­ 
trating power accurate enough to go th a t far or to bring back the 
message.

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URGES CARE IN 
MENTAL HEALTH 


Children Should Receive Early 
Physical Examination; Men­ 
tal Hygiene Stressed. 


Stressing childhood as the idea1, 
period for promotion of mental hy­ 
giene, Dr. William C, Sandy, direc­ 
tor of the bureau of mental health 
departm ent of welfare, said today 
that both parents and teachers need 
to be well Informed about the prin­ 
ciples of mental health, and 
to 
have full realization of their own 
limitations ii they are to deal un­ 
derstandingly with children in the 
classrooms and In their homes. 
The psychiatrist urged that all 
children be given an early and t bor­ 
ough physical survey, if possible in 
the pre-school period. 
Conditions 
such 
as 
malnutrition, defects of 
right 
and hearing, 
constitutional 
diseases, deformities which may re­ 
sult in feelings of inferiority, 
he 
cites as possible causes of abnor­ 
mal mental reactions which may 
promptly yield to treatment of the 
basic factors 
Examination Needed 
“An examination of the mental 
condition is likewise important,” Dr. 
Sandy declared. “Children manifest 
differences in intelligence, In emo­ 
tional stability and in possible spe­ 
cial 
abilities. From a psychiatric 
standpoint, at least, there appears 
to be definite indication of the need 
for modification of educational cur­ 
ricula and methods. Some of these 
desirable changes have been recog­ 
nized. but may be impossible to 
achieve at present because of bud­ 
get limitations," 
Dr, Sandy asserted that 
under 
present circumstances it is futile to 
hold with the tradition that chil­ 
dren in the United States or else­ 
where are born "free and equal." It 
must be recognized, he said, that 
children represent personalities en­ 
dowed with varying inheritance, in­ 
dividual differences as to physical 
and mental characteristics, and are 
born in a shifting environment of 
varying degrees of excellence 
or 
handicapped by what often appears 
to be* impossible home and com­ 
munity situations.

Some of the most frequent mis­ 
takes being made in reporting and 
paying the emergency relief sales 
tax were cited today by Secretary of 
Revenue Leon D. Metzger. 
Avoid­ 
ing them will help the taxpayer and 
facilitate the work of the depart­ 
ment, he said. 
"Some taxpayers forget to give 
their address on the report form," 
the 
secretary 
said. 
"Complete 
street 
address or rural 
delivery 
route number and post office should 
be given. This enables the depart­ 
ment to properly credit the return. 
It prevents confusion where there 
might be two or more taxpayers of 
the same name in the same town. 
“Others have erred in computing 
the amount of their tax. There have 
been cases of overpayment as well 
as under payment. These mistakes 
mean return of report and pay­ 
ment for correction. The common­ 
wealth does not want more than is 
due. 
Neither will it accept less. 
Accuracy in arriving at the exact 
amount is desired. 
Must Swear Report# 
"Some forget to swear to the cor­ 
rectness of their report. 
Reports 
not properly sworn to as required by 
law will not be accepted. They will 
be returned. The affidavit must be 
executed in proper form. 
Reports 
are being received unaccompanied

by payment. 
These are returned. 
The law requires payment of the 
tax at the time the report is filed. 
It is advisable to attach check or 
money order to the report.” 
Taxpayers should keep one of the 
two report forms sent them by the 
department.

Paris (AP)—Andre Lefebvre de la 
Boulaye, who leaves April 5 to be­ 
come the new French ambassador 
to Washington 
is an expert iii 
American affairs and in war debts. 
Pennsylvania avenue and the cor­ 
ridors of the state departm ent are 
familiar sights to this Frenchman 
We was a secretary in the "Washing­ 
ton embassy 17 years 
ago 
when 
President Roosevelt 
was assistant 
secretary of the navy under Wood­ 
row Wilson. The two used to chum 
around a bit. 
Product of the diplomatic train­ 
ing machine that is the Quai d’Or- 
say, he is an obedient servant ot 
procotoi, but this has not robbed 
him of a warm personal charm and 
has left him looking much younger 
than his 57 years, 
He is known in Paris as the 
perfect type of French diplomat; in 
Washington—as high up as Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt himself—as a warm 
friend. 
He has a free, reassuring m an­ 
ner, speaks English fluently and no 
one ever caught him at his desk in 
the foreign office, where he has 
been since 1917, In other than im ­ 
maculate dress. He was assistant 
director of political and commercial 
affairs when named ambassador. 
M. de la Boulaye spent several 
years in Washington as secretary 
in the French embassy. Two of his 
children to his second wife, th ' 
daughter of a French general, were 
born there. So Marie Therese, 17, 
and Francois, 15, are going back to 
their birthplace. There is another 
daughter, Agnes, aged 13. A sin 
Paul, by a 
previous marriage, is 
making a name for himself as a 
painter.
